Here!.. fore linam In I conditions and 
the rapid growth of progress have 
made it necessary to do some things in 
the line of bridge building which were 
regrettable |HMN the prime object 
was lo build cheap and sometimes 
quickly built stru< lures. That slate 
of affairs is Improving, and 1 am sure 
we all agree that the class of bridges 
we are to build in this state In the fit 
ture should keep pace with the lm 
proved conditions. 

There are conditions when it Is the 
best policy to build a masonry arcb. a 
steel deck span, a concrete arch, per- 
haps a steel arch or a steel through 




win nls.i be (bond to be economical in 
the long run to build concrete floors 
on all steel bridges regardless of the 
length of span. 

Many county officials through an er- 
roneous idea that they are saving the 
county money build spans much too 
short for the waterway required. This 
Is a serious mistake and the cause of 
the desi ruction of uoarly all of those 
smaller bridges which have been de- 
stroyed by high water. County engi- 
neers should see thai bridges are plac- 
ed at a sufficient height above high 
water so that they will not catch 
drift. Particular attention should also 
be) given to the placing of anchor bolts. 
I have seen several expensive bridges 
washed off abutments during a time 
of hleh water when anchor bolts 
Which had been omitted would huve 
saved them. 

The stale highway engineer Is fre- 
quently asked about tubular piers, and 
the Inquirer Is generally prejudiced 
against them. The proper material out 
of which to build piers or abutments 
Is stone and concrete. Tubular piers 
are, however, an excellent substitute. 

They hare been used for years not 
only on highway work, but also by 
railroads. There are several reasons 
for this. In the first place, there Is 
usually ■ wist difference In the cost, 
and were It not for the tubular pier 
■MBJ bridges In Missouri could not 
have been built. Concrete or masonry 
piers require more excavation, and 
when water level is reached an expen- 
sive collenlam is required along with 
mueh more pumping than Is necessary 
hi sinking a tubular pier, which Itself 
always acts as a cofferdam. When 
there Is no rock foundation the differ- 
ence In cost Is even greater. 

There have been more failures of 
concrete and masonry piers than there 
have been r.f tubular piers, lu most 
cases this is due to the poor construc- 
tion of the masonry. 

Therefore there are many masonry 
piers built of (he same class of stuff 
and in the same manner the mason 
employs when building a cellar wall 
In his locality. 

The pressure against a tubular pier 
ut time of high water Is not great ow 
lug to Its cylindrical form; It Is also 
not apt to hold drift for this reason. 
It Is bud practice to set a tubular (tier 
on a rock foundation In a stream 
where it bus only a foot or two of 
gravel Off clay to penetrate. In this 
cmsc it Is best policy to build a con- 
crete or musonry pier even though the 
first cost be twice that of a tubular 
pier.

BIRTH OF A WINS. 



Evolution of the Aquatic Pupa Into tha 
Dragon Fly. 

Says n writer in the Scientific Amer- 
Leaa: "A wonderful spectacle Is pre- 
sented by the sudden apparition of 
an Insect's wing at the completion of 
its metamorphosis. The transforma- 
tion cf the grub into tho butterfly, 
though familiar, Is none the less amaz- 
ing, but tho evolution of the active and 
gossamer winged dragon fly from Its 
ugly and sluggish aquatic pupa Is still 
more Impressive. Knrlyon a May morn- 
ing the pupn emerges from Its cocoon 
nt tha bottom of a ditch, swims on its 
back by paddling with Its long haired 
paws to the stem of an aquatic plant 
and climbs up out of the water. Then, 
after a momentary [muse, the skin 
suddenly bursts open and the perfect 
Insect appears, with closely folded 
wings, which soon unfold and assume 
their final form. 

'The older naturalists thought that 
the insect -swallowed air,' with which 
the wings were Inflated. In reality 
the ulr Is absorbed In the digest live 
organs, causing an Increased blood 
pressure, which mechanically expands 
the wings. The presence of dew Is 
also neeessa ry ; hence the first flight Is 
always mnde at dawn. 

"This spectacle of the birth of a 
wing may be observed in dragon flies 
reared In an aquarium, the atmos- 
phere of which should be moistened 
with an atomizer when the pupa 
to the surface."

Let the Democratic party take an iinmistakaUe stand on this 
•inestion and invite every one at all parties opposed to tin* unjust 
system t<» unite with it in the right. Then there can he a square is- 
|U between privilege and equal rights. A battle over tariff -( In I 
oleN claiminc; that some are too high and other-, should remain so they 
•re, does nor involve any principle, and can only result in a sham 
Bght. 

The tariff question cannot l>e settled by a tariff board, for it i« 
not simply a matter of increasing or decreasing the tariff rn certain 
articles. It is a i|iiestion of principle as to whether the tariff should 
be used for the purpose of creating monopoly. Before a commission 
could do any good the American people must decide whether the 
turili sh.tll be for revenue merely or for tbti purpose of protection. If 
the people decide in favor of protection a commission would not be 
necessary to enable the special interests to grab all they can get. If 
the people decide in favor of a revenue tsiriff then a commission could 
carry out the instruction! of the people by adjusting the tariff sched- 
ules to that basis, in such a way as to cause no shock to fair busioca* 
by reason of too sudden changes from the unnatural and nrl iti. i;il 
conditions that have gsown up under a monopoly building tariff. 

The doctrine of equal rights should be made a living, vital, con- 
trolling lon e in Government. This doctrine opposes the privilege of 
subsidies, bounties and all forms of governmental favori to a few at 
the burden of all. The Government has no more right to take from 
one man indirectly to add to the wealth of another t han it has to 
compel one man directly to contribute to the fortunes of another. 
When siu h governmental favors are conferred they go to those of 
wealth and inlluence enough to secure them and are beyond the reach 
cf the average man. If such favors benefited all alike, no one would 
want them. It is because they give a class privileges denied to others 
that these few clamor for them, and it is for this reason that the reel 
of the people should not submit to such discriminations. A privilege 
increases opportunity must diminish, end as opportunity diminishes 
the rights of the individual are destroyed. That is the reason why, 
under the Republican system, the classes are becoming more opulent 
and the masses are rinding the opportunity for individual effort grow- 
ing less as the years go by. Under this system in the large cities one 
end of society is rolling In abnormal wealth, while the other end of 
society is begging for bread. The multi-millionaire and the paii|>er 
are alike dangerous in a republic, and they are related to euch other 
as cause and effect. If one were to receive a salary of ten thousand 
dollars a year he would have to save it all for live thousand years be- 
fore he could accumulate fifty million dollars, yet fifty million dollars 
is not such a vast fortune as fortunes are counted today among those 
who have vast fortunes accumulated through the system of privilege. 
How is it that some men in the course of a few years can collect us 
much as under natural conditions it would take thousands of years 
for the average man to earn'* It could not be done if there were jus- 
tice in the distribution of wealth. 

We cann )t bring about a forced equality of conditions, but there 
may be an equalization of burdens and opportunities. These "swol- 
len'' fortunes are for the most part grafted out of the public by 
4$eans of high tariff, watered stocks, fictitious bond iasue* and through 
monopoly of some necessity of life. Watered stocks, fictitious bond 
issues and the tariff graft should be done away with, and holding 
companies whereby the>e unnatural fortunes are concentrated in the 
'hands of a very few men should be placed under the ban of the law. 
Then through an income tax the burdens of government should be 
more equitably distributed. The income tax is a tax on what the 
people have, not, like the tariff, a tax on what the people want. It is 
the fairest of all forms of taxation because it bears most heavily on 
those most able to bear it, and least heavily on those least able to 
bear it. An income tax exempting the small incomes, and with a 
very light rate up to, say, twenty thousand dollars a year, then in- 
creasing with the increase of the income until it wouM become less 
desirable for individuals to have incomes running into the millions 
each year, would do much to equalize the burdens of government and 
te remedy the injustice that now exists in the distribution of wealth. 

The amendment to the United States Constitution now before the 
people is not in the exact form that it should be to permit the levy of 
the graduated income tax adjusted in this manner, nevertheless it is a 
step in the right direction, and I hope it will be adopted. Having 
gone that far we can go further later on. 

The Democratic party should not fight wealth as such, but rathe: 
the privileges that produce ta nted riches on one hand and undeserved 
poverty on the other. It should not be an enemy to enterprise but 
the friend of honest industry and legitimate development. The onlv 
limitation should be that the prosperity of one should be ooneintent 
with the welfare of all, for it is an axiom of Democracy that when- 
ever one man has more than he should have, some other man must 
have less than he should have. Democracy should safeguard prop- 
erty rights, but should recognize the fact that, property rights are 
best safeguarded by preserving inviolate the public rights. 

Shall there be government by privilege for a class or government 
by the people for all? This is the great question before the country. 
^-Government by the people is either right or it is wrong. If it is 
wrong, then this republic is the mightiest blunder of all the ages; if 
it is right, then the people cannot be given too much power to run 
their own government. 

The election of Senators by direct vote of the people is an im- 
portant step in government, uot only of and by ihe people but gov- 
ernment for the people. When our Constitution was being framed 
the fear was the people might confiscate the property of the well-to 
do, who at that period consisted for the most part of large land own 
ers. That the time .should ever come when the rights of the people 
would be endangered through consolidation and concentration of cap 
ttal, ami it- inlluence in government, did not occur to the fathers of 
the republic. So they provided a House of Representatives to rep- 
resent the people and for a Senate elected by the Legislatures of the 
different States to represent property. Wo have now learned that 
property interests should not be inconsistent with public interests, 
and that officials should represent no class but the entire public. This 
pr qK).-od reform of election of Senators by the people will, according 
to present indications, bear fruit in the near future. 

The Democratic party should insist upon the stamping out of 
graft and corruption from every department of government; not only 
grafts against the law, but grafts under the law, and those grafts the 
law itself may give in the shape of special favors, bounties, subsidies 
and a tariff for any purpose other than that of revenue. Graft sub 
statutes for government by the people, the will of the few with wealth 
and influence enough to secure official favors, lo the elimination of 
corruption the initiative and referendum have been found effective in 
State affairs. As meaos of enacting all laws these measures would, of 
course, be too cumbersome, but as checks in the hands of the people 
they are very desirable. Corruptionists will not pay large sum- of 
money to legislative bodies for laws when a clear title cannot be given, 
and when restricted by the initiative and referendum legislatures can-

He called a m:i*« meetinsr of the farmers in that vicinity and asked 
thoni to OO-opMftM in improving the roads that lead to St. Man's 
Church in the Woods. They derided for their first work to improve 
the roads one-half mile Kast, and the same distance We-t, North and 
South. The fanners furnish their lalior, tools and teams free to haul 
the rock from the hills, and each man infolding himself responsible 
for the succe-s of the movement. The work has already beeun under 
the skilled supervision of Father Knue, who says, "Come on," in- 
stead of "Oo ahead."

We helieve that Father Knue has picked up the right -hoyel to 
nuke better roads. The matter of improving roads must betaken 
up first at a BM'l own gate by the man himself. There is plenty of 
available material in every part of Breckcnridge county for building 
up the roads, and if the farmers all over the county would adopt 
Father Knue% system, wo are safe in saying that every vicinity would 
profit greatly by it. The farmers and men of the county expect too 
much of the County Road Supervisor, and do not give enough aid 
themselves to obtain improved roads.

Such a law for the national govern 
men! as we have in Missouri* would be beneficial, whereby lobbyistl 
for s|K»c'ml interests are required to rtfftftftr in a public record -tatitu' 
whom they represent, how much they art getting and how long they 
intend to stay, and making lobbying •» felony without such regi«t ra- 
tion.
